WRAPT m SLEEP! 


Tiiey are Awakened by the Pearfnl 
Fire Demon and Nine Person« 
]>ie a Horrible Deacii. 


N E W YOBK, Aug. 19.—The most awful 
horror which this city has known for 
years came early tibds mozning when a 
crowded west side tenement house suf- 
fered a partial destruction by fire and 
many of the tenements who lived there 
lost their lives. As a result of the 
calamity the 19th precinct station, on 
West Thirtieth street has been converted 
into a temporary charnel house and nine 
charred and blackened bodies tell the 
story of the frightful disaster. 


At 4:45 o'clock this morning, the tene- 
ment house at No. 35 Seventh avenue, 
near Twenty-seventh street, was discov- 
ered on fire. On the firemes reaching 
the place the building was ablaze from 
ground to roof. 
I!n the street outside 
there was the wildest excitement. 
A 
crowd had quickly gathered and many 
tenants, who had made their escape in 
their night clothing, stood among the 
throng weeping bitterly and almost 
frantic with despair. 


The firemen did their work well and 
in about fifteen minutes they had the 
conflagration in hand, while in half an 
hour all danger from further destruction 
was over. 


At first it was thought that all the 
tenants escaped in safety, but a rumor 
was spread that a woman was badly 
burned in one of the rooms directly over 
the restaurant. 


One of the ambulance surgeons, who 
had been called, but whose name could 
not be learned, clambered up a ladder 
over the fire escape and into the window 
through which dense clouds of smoke 
stiU poured. He soon appeared at the 
window again with a woman in his 
arms and carried her bodily to the side- 
walk below, and although still alive she 
was unconscious and died almost as she 
reached the street. 


The fiiremen then began the work of 
hunting for the dead in earnest. In the 
floor in addition to the woman, Nellie 
Grohan, twenty years old, there were 
found: 
McGee, forty-nine years, 


and Wm. Glennon, sixty-five years. 
They were both smothered in their beds 
and probably were not conscious of the 
fire. 
On the second floor lived the 
Wells 
family, a mother, 
thirty-one 
years, and her two children, Jane, aged 
four, and Thomas, aged two years. 
They were all found dead in bed to- 
gether, the children being clasped in 
each others arms, as if sleeping peace- 
fully. 


On the third floor other bodies were 
found. 
All the bodies were taken in a 
patrol wagon to the Thirtieth street sta- 
tion house. 
Two others were injured 
by the fire. 


The cause of the fire has not yet been 
definitely ascertained. 
It is stated, 
however, it began in the restaurant of 
John Snyder, on the ground floor. Both 
Snyder and his two men were arrested 
and locked up on suspicion. 


Snyder's resturant is said to have been 
a pla^ of questionable character, and at 
the police station this morning it was 
openly alleged that Brooks, the cook, 
was drunk when he was arrested. 


Acting Captain Schmitberger, of the 
Thirtieth street police station, said that 
the circumstances under which the fire 
occurred are suspicious. 
Snyder, the 
owner of the restaurant in which the 
fire originated, had a $10,000 insurance 
on his fixtures, which is more than they 
are worth. 
The policy expires on Sep- 
tember 24, and strange to say he had 
the policy in his pocket when arrested. 


The following we the names ,of the 
victims who met their death: William 
Glennon, aged sixty; Nellie Geohan, 
aged twenty; Mary Wells, aged thirty- 
one; Mr. McGee, aged forty-nine, Jane 
Wells, aged four; Thomas WeUs, aged 
two; Bertha Lustig, aged four; William 
McKee, agedforty-seven; James Jeffrey, 
aged fifty-five. 


William Glennon, aged about eigh- 
teen, was badly burned about the face 
and arm and was taken to the New York 
hospital.

Nidiolas Birshaner Meets With 
Agoniziny Fate by the Acci- 
dental JDischaripe of a 
RéTolver. 


Another of those heart-rending acci- 
(lents caused by the injudicious carry- 
ing of weapons, happened last night in 
the instance of Mr. Nicholas Hirshauer, 
who yesterday at the hour of this writ- 
ing was in the best of health and spirits, 
but who now is a corpse and wül to- 
morrow morning be in course of trans- 
portation to Connersville, where a heart- 
broken widow and surviving family 
await the coming of a dead husband and 
father. 


The circumstances are these: Mr. 
Nicholas Hirshauer, a man of perhaps 
thirty years, who has been employed for 
some months at the works of the 
Fort 
Wayne 
Organ 
company 
as 
a 
cabinet 
maker, 
went 
from 
his boarding place last evening to see 
his sister, Mrs. Owens, who resides 
on the upper floor of the Harrington 
block. He sauntered out from there for 
an enjoyable evening walk. 
When on 
Fairfield avenue between DeWald street 
and Creighton avenue, he pulled a 
handkerchief from his hip pocket, and 
the fabric catching on a revolver in the 
same pocket extracted the weapon also, 
which fell to the brick walk in a manner 
to cause the same to discharge. 


A report! A 22-callibre bullet tore 
its way into the bowels of the unfortu- 
nate 
man, and he 
staggered, 
yet 
with 
wonderful 
power 
of 
mind 
he 
kept 
up 
his 
physical 
strength enough to get back to his sis- 
ter's door, where he fell insensible with 
these as his last words: "O God, hurry 
up, I am shot!" 


The patrol wagon was sent for and the 
injured man was conveyed to the St. 
Joe hospital accompanied by Dr. M. F. 
Porter. 


All of last night the man was in terri- 
ble agony, but relief from his unbeara- 
ble pain came this morning at a little 
after 8 o'clock, when' death severed the 
weak chord of vitality which had almost 
exhausted itself. 
Death resulted from 
hemorrhage, the ball having entered the 
lower left side of the abdomen and lodg- 
ing in some of the internal organs. 


Drs. M. F. Porter, D. J. Derbyshire 
and Howard McCullough were at the 
bedside at different intervals during the 
night, but nothing in the reach of med- 
ical science could have saved the man. 


Hirshauer came here a few months 
ago and commenced work at the organ 
factory. He had a wife and family at 
Connersville and was considered to be a 
very steady, industrious and honest 
man. His loss is to be greatly regretted. 
It should be another warning against 
carrying fire arms when it is unneces- 
sary to do so, as was in this case. 


Coroner A. J. Kessler held an inquest 
this afternoon, and of course returned 
a verdict of "death by accidental shoot- 
ing." 
He also prevented the doctors 
holding a post mortem examination, 
which they had intended doing at 11 
o'clock this morning. 


The body was put in charge of Under- 
taker J. C. Peltier, who will ship the re- 
mains to Connersvüle over the Fort 
Wayne, Cincinnati and Louisville road 
to-morrow.

Sudden Death of a Former President 
of the Fort Wayne College. 


Rev. Reuben Davisson Robinson, D. 
D., while returning last night from the 
Murphy gospel temperance meeting at 
Tomlinson Hall in Indianapolis for his 
home in that city, was smitten with 
apoplexy and died almost instantly. He 
had left the meeting and was noticed by 
passers by to stagger, and before help 
could be extended he fell to the side- 
walk. He expired within little more 
than half a square of his residence. 


His death was a great shock, as his 
wife had remarked upon his cheerful- 
ness and good health, and he had at- 
tended church at Roberts Park M. E. 
church in the morning, being unusually 
lively and happy. At the Murphy tem- 
perance meeting at night he prayed with 
great fervor. 


In 1851 Dr. Robinson was the pastor 
of the Wayne street M. E. church in 
this city, and in 1852-54 was professor 
of Fort Wayne college, of which institu- 
tion he was president from 1854 to 1867. 
In 1864 he went as a delegate to the 
general conference and at that time he 
was also presiding elder of the Fort 
Wayne district. In 1865 he was pre. 
siding elder of the Warsaw district and 
in 1866 became the centennial confer- 
ence agent. In 1867-68 he was pastor 
of Trinity church, Indianapolis, and iu 
1868-72 presiding elder of the Indianap- 
olis district. 


In 1873 he held the same office in the 
Greensburg district, and in 1873-77 
again served as president of the Fort 
Wayne college. In 1877-81 he was pre- 
siding elder of the Kokomo district, 
and in 1881 the pastor of the First Meth- 
odist church of Elkhart. In 1882-86 
he became presiding elder of the Mun- 
cie district, and iu 1886-89 pastor at 
Greenfield. At the time of his death 
he was one of the trustees of DePauw 
university. 


He had many friends in this city, who 
wiU be pained to hear of his sudden 
death.

Then the 
boat was rapidly pulled to the spot, and 
when the balloon descended, the child 
was rescued before she touched the wa- 
ter. Although terribly frightened the 
babe was uninjured.

What came near resulting in some- 
thing serious occurred Saturday on the 
works of the American Midland railroac 
at West Park, near Findlay, O. 
The 
workmen are two months in arrears on 
their wages, and Col. Wm. Thorp, the 
president, made the workmen a propo- 
sition to pay each of them a few dollars 
on their respective claims, which run 
from $60 to $100 to each man, imd then 
carry the rest over for another month 
This infuriated the men, and, procuring 
rope, they surrounded Thorp and de- 
manded their money or his life. Things 
were serious for a time until the prom- 
ise was made to pay next week, and the 
men agreed to wait that long, but no 
longer. 


At Toledo Saturday the case of the 
Chicago rolling mills against the com- 
pany was disposed of and claims against 
the road 
for $285,046.03 were 
al 
lowed. The question of the priority 
of said liens is left undetermined by the 
court as t)etween the lien holders. This 
decree is final only so far as it deter- 
mines the amount found due each of 
the parties. A final decree of sale of 
the property for the non-payment of the 
above amount was not entered but will 
be made hereafter by the court upon 
proper application for that purpose. 


CINDEBS IN THE EYES. 
Few persons have traveled much on 
railways without having their eyes hurt 
by cinders, and there is hardly a train 
run when the cars are not all closed 
without some passenger 
being thus 
affected, often very painfully. So a cap- 
ital plan is that reported to be adopted 
on the Old Colony railroad (Massachu- 
setts). The conductors axe all to be in- 
structed by an expert occulist in the art 
of removing cinders from the eyes of 
passengers. The best method in all 
such cases, if the flow of teal« does not 
soon wash out the foreign substance, as 
it usually will unless it be a sharp cin- 
der, is to turn back the eyelids, have 
the eyeball rolled, by looking downward 
or otherwise, to bring the cinder or dust 
to view, and remove it with the comer 
of a clean linen handkerchief. If it 
clings too tightly for this it can be 
loosened and removed with the moisten- 
ed end of a wooden tooth pick. 
The 
irritation caused is much modified if 
not entirely relieved by holding the 
closed eyes in cold water for a few 
minutes. If it continues severe drop 
into the eye a solution of sugar of lead 
or of white vitrol (sulphate of zinc), say 
what will lie on a silver half-dime, in 
half a tumbler of pure water, preferably 
using verj clean rain water.

WRAPT DT SLEEP! 


Ther an Awahene* t»r the Fearful 


PIN tteai*n and Nina Penwn* 


Die a BMrtMe Death. 


NEW YOBK, Aug. 19.— The moat awful 


horror which this city has known for 
years came early this morning when a 
crowded west side tenement house gof- 
fered a partial destruction by fire and 
many of the tenements who lived there 
lost their lives. As n result of tho 
calamity the 19th precinct station, on 
West Thirtieth street has been converted 
into a temporary enamel house and niiio 
charred and blackened bodies tell the 
story of the frightful disaster. 


At 4:45 o'clock this morning, tho tene- 


ment house at No. 35 Seventh avenue, 
near Twenty-seventh street, was discov- 
ered on fire. On the firemen reaching 
the place the building Wae oblaao from 
ground to roof. la tho street outside 
there was tho wildest excitement. 
A 


crowd had quickly gathered and many 
tenants, who had mado their escape in 
their uiglit clothing, stood among the 
throng weeping bitterly and almost 
frantic with despair. 


The firemen did their work well itnd 


in about fifteen minutes they had the 
conflagration in hand, while in half an 
hour all danger from further destruction 
wan over. 


At first it was thought that all the 


tenants escaped in safety, but a rumor 
was spread that a woman was badly 
burned in one of tho rooms directly over 
tho restaurant. 


One of the ambulance surgeons, who 


had been called, but whose name could 
not be learned, clambered up a ladder 
over the fire escape and into the window 
through which donee clouds of smoke 
still poured. He noon appeared at the 
window again with a womnn in his 
arm* and carried her bodily to tho side- 
walk below, and although still alive she 
was unoonsciona and died almost as she 
reached tho street. 


The firemen then began the work of 


buiitiug for tho dead in earnest. In the 
floor in addition to tho woman, Nellie 
Orohan, twenty years old, there were 


and Wm. GIruuou, sixty-five yearn. 
They wore both smothered in their bods 
and probably were not conscious of the 
fire. 
On the second floor lived tho 


Wells family, a mother, thirty-one 
years, and her two children, June, aged 
four, and Thomas, aged two yearn. 
They wore all found dead in bod to- 
gether, tho children lining clasped in 
each others arms, iw if sleeping peace- 
fully. 


On tho third floor .other bodies were 


Found. 
All tho bodies were taken in a 


pntrol wagon to the Thirtieth street sta- 
tion house. 
Two others were injured 


by the fire. 


The cause of tho fire han not yet boon 


definitely ascertained. 
It is stated, 


however, it began in the restaurant of 
John Sityder, on the ground floor. Both 
Snyder and his two men were arrested 
and looked up on suspicion. 


Snydor'a restnrant is said to have been 


a plaoo of questionable character, and at 
the police station this morning it was 
openly alleged that Brooks, tho cook, 
was drunk when he wad arrested. 


Acting Captain Schmitberger, of the 


Thirtieth street police station, said that 
the circumstances under which the fire 
occurred are suspicious. 
Snyder, tbo 


owner of the restaurant in which the 
firo originated, had a $10,000 insurance 
on his fixtures, which is moro than they 
are worth. 
The policy expires on Sep- 


tember 24, and strange to say he had 
the policy in his pocket when arrested.

aged twenty; Mary Welfe, aged thirty- 
one; Mr. McGce, aged forty-nine, Jane 
Wells, aged four; Thomas Wells, aged 
two; Bertha Luatig, aged four; William 
McKec, aged forty-seven; James Jeffrey, 
aged fifty-five.

Jreensburg district, uud in 1873-77 
again served as president of the Fort 
Wayne college. In 1877-81 he was pre- 
siding elder of tho Kokomo district, 
and inltWl the pastorof the First Meth- 
odist church of Elkhart. In 1 882-86 
te liecamo presiding elder of the Mun- 
cie distant, and in 1886-80 pastor ut 
Greenfield. At tho time of his death 
he was one of tho trustees of DePanw 
university. 


He had many friends in this city, who 


will be pained to hear of his sudden 
death.
